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DETAILED ACTION 



Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-5, 7, 8, 10-15 are allowed. 

Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

Applicant's invention is drawn to a power controller for a transmitter that 
measures and compares the coupled value of a power amplifier to a predetermined low 
power threshold: 

• wherein if the coupled value is lower than the predetermined low power 
threshold, a low power extrapolation occurs. 

• wherein if the coupled value is above the predetermined threshold but not 
equal to a predetermined set value, a control value is adjusted until the 
measured value is substantially equal to the set value. 

3. Applicants independent claims 1, 5, 8, 11 and 15 recites, inter alia, a system 
comprising a transmitter that includes a power amplifier, a power controller adapted to 
receive a coupler value of a power level at the output of the power amplifier, wherein if 
the power level is above a predetermined low power threshold and if the coupler value 
is not equal to a set value, a control value is adjusted until the coupler value is 
substantially equal to the set value, or perform a low power extrapolation if the power 
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level is below the predetermined threshold. Applicant's claims 1, 5, 8, 11 and 15 
comprise a particular combination, which is neither taught nor suggested by the prior 
art. 

4. Applicant's independent claim 3 recites, inter alia, a method for use in a 
telecommunications transmitter comprising initializing low power threshold, nominal 
transmit power, coupler and transmit DAC values, specifying a set power level, setting a 
transmit DAC with a nominal transmit DAC value corresponding to set power level, 
reading an output of a power coupler and determining a power coupler value after the 
transmit DAC is set with nominal transmit DAC value, comparing power coupler value to 
a nominal power coupler value and adjusting the transmit DAC so that the power 
coupler value substantially matches the nominal power coupler value if the set power 
level is greater than the lower power threshold and extrapolating past transmit DAC 
values to set the transmit DAC if the set power level is less than the low power 
threshold. Applicant's claim 3 comprises a particular combination, which is neither 
taught nor suggested by the prior art. 

5. Accordingly, Applicant's claims are allowed for these reasons and for the reasons 
recited by the Applicant in the Amendments filed on 3/28/2005, 8/22/2005, 10/21/2005 
and the Examiner's Reasons for Allowance in the Office Action filed on 12/29/2005.
